My dear Friends, 


(HOUGH I know no Reaſon why you 
ſhould be ſolicitous about any thing 


that happens to ſuch a worthleſs Crea- 
ture as I am, yet as your Love (Oh 


unmerited Kindneſs!) abounds exceedingly towards 
me, and I am poſitive you will give Thanks unto. 


our good Go p, for all the Mercies he has con- 


ferred upon me; I have ſent you as full and par- 


ticular an Account of the Remainder of my 


Voyage, as the little Leiſure I have had from my. 


Miniſterial Offices would permit me to give. 


Monday, March 20, 1737. Spent the Morning 
on Board, in writing Letters to my dear Friends. 
in England, to acquaint them of my ſafe Arrival. 


Went in the Afternoon on Shore to Gibraltar, and 


was unſpeakably delighted with the Proſpe& of 
the Place. My Friend H. and I, din'd at an Inn, 


and went afterwards with Capt. I. and ſome other 
Company, to view one Side of the Fort; which, 
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2 Pournal f a VOYAGE 
to us ſeem'd impregnable, and at the Sight of 
which I could ſcarce avoid crying out, Who. 
i158 ſo great a GO p, as of God! 
The ſeeing Perſons of all Nations and Lan- 
guages, gave me great Pleaſure, and the Difference 
of the Value of their Money and ours, gave me 
Occaſion to reflect on the Stupidity of thoſe, Who 
place their Happineſs in that which has no intrinſic 

Worth in del bur only ſo much as we arbitra- 
rily put upon it. | 

Went into a Romiſp Chapel; wherein were the 
Relics of a vaſt deal of Pageantry, and ſeveral 
Images of the Virgin Mary, dreſs'd up, not like 
a poor Galilan, but in her Silks and Damasks. 
O, thought I, who has bewitched this People, that 

' they ſhould thus depart from the Simplicity of Cukls r, 
and go a Whoring after their own Inventions | Surely, 
was the great St. Paul to riſe from the Dead, and 
come and view the Romiſh Church, His Spirit would 
be ftirred within him, as it was at Athens, zo ſce 
them thus wholly given to Idolatry. 

Tueſday, Feb. 21. After having read Prayers, 
and wrote ſome religious Letters, to my Friends 
in England, went again to Gibraltar, to pay my 
Reſpects to Governor S. being told by Capt. M. 
that he expected to ſee me. The worthy old 
Gentleman received me with the utmoſt Candour, 
and gave me a general Invitation to come and dine 
with him every Day, during my Stay at Gibraltar. 
I thanked him for his Kindneſs, had about a quar- 
ter of an Hour's Converſation with him, and took 
my Leave for that Time. | 

At One o' Clock I return'd to dine with him, 
according to his Appointment, and was well 
pleafed with the reg 5 Behaviour of the Officers 
at Table. We had what the Epicurean would 
call, Cæna Dubia— ſuper omnia Valtus acceſſere 
boni. — At Three I took my Leave, and 
| walked about with Capt. V. and other Friends, 
to take a ſecond View of the Fort. wm on

Board about Five. Read Prayers, and began ex- 


pounding the Creed, in the Cabin. Wrote ſome . 


more religious Letters, and went to Bed very 
thankful to Gov, for ſending me abroad. 
Wedneſday, Feb. 22. This Day I intended to ſtay 
on Board to write Letters; but Gop being pleaſed 
to ſhew me, it was not his Will, I went on Shore 
again, and paid both the Miniſters of Gibraltar a 


Viſit; who received me very affectionately, and 


ofter'd me the Uſe of the Pulpit. O, what a bleſ= 
4 Thing is it for the Clergy to dwell together in 
nity ! 

At Eleven, went to public Prayers; and was 
much pleaſed to ſee many Officers and Soldiers 
attend the General to Church. Methinks Religion 
looks doubly amiable in Soldiers! After Prayers, 
din'd again with the General; who gave me an 
Invitation, as I went out of the Church. He 
treated me with uncommon Civility, and deſired 
Me to preach the following Sunday, which I pro- 
miſed to do. We had an elegant Entertainment, 


but my Thoughts were moſtly employ'd in pitying 


the Unhappineſs of great Men, who are in ſuch 
. continual Danger of having their Table become 
a Snare unto them. I had an Opportunity of ſend- 
ing a Packet of Letters, with my Journal, to my 
dear Friends in England; May the good Lord give 
them his Bleſſing ! Ys 
Went in the Afternoon to viſit a Deſerter, who 
had ſent me a Letter, deſiring me to intercede for 
him with the Governor, he being apprehenſive 
he ſhould die for Deſertion. I intended to an- 
ſwer his Requeft, but the Governor was ſo merci- 
ful, that he order'd him to be whipp'd only, which 
I thought Puniſhment little enough. O Sin What 
Miſchief doft thou make in the Nord! 
In the Evening, I return'd as uſual on Board. 
Read Prayers, and expounded in the great Cabin. 
Buried a Child; made an Exhortation to the Sol- 
diers, proper for the Occaſion. Wrote to ſome 
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3 Journal of a VoY ACE 
Friends at Deal, and went to Bed, with unuſual 
Thoughts, and Convictions, that GOD would do 


ſome great Things at Gibraltar. O that I was a 


ure Veſſel, fit for my Maſter's Uſe! | 
; Ta eb. =: tn all this Day on 
Board; did my uſual Duty in the Ship; and pur 
my dear Friend B——'s Sermon into the Hands 
of two Officers at Gibraltar, who came to dine on 
Board with Lieutenant D. They behaved ver 
much like Gentlemen, and ſeemed pleaſed wit 


ſerious Converſation. May the Go p whom I ſerve 


add the Chriſtian to the Gentleman! 


Friday, Feb. 24. Bleſſed be God, who this Day | 


has fhewn me, that he has heard my Prayer, aud not 
taken his loving Kindneſs from me! Betore I 
reached Gibraltar, I prayed that God would open 
an effectual Door, at the Place whither we were 


going, and direct me where I ſhould lodge; and, 


lo! this Day he hath anſwered me! About Ten in 
the Morning Capt. M. came on Board, telling me 


that one Major F. a Perſon I never ſaw, had pro- 
vided me a convenient Lodging, at one Merchant 
B——$s, and deſired that I would come on Shore. 


T looking on this as a Call trom Providence, re- 
ceived it with all Thankfulneſs, and went with 
Friend H. on Shore; but not without farſt praying 
GoD would direct us how to behave. 8 

About the middle of the Town Major F. gave us 


the Meeting; conducted us to our new Lodgings, 


which were very commodious, and engaged us to 
dine with him, and Capt. M. Whey I ſent you 
without Scrip, or Shoe, lacked ye any Thing £ They 
ſaid unto Him, Nothing, Lord. EET EE, 
About Eleven was introduc'd by Dr. C. to Ge- 

neral C. who was very deſirous 4 ſeeing me: He 


receiv d me exceeding kindly ; and after a little ſe- 


rious Converſation, we went to Governor $——'s, 


and from thence to public Prayers; and was highly 


pleas d ta ſee ſo many Officers attending on the 
Generals to Church. Dr. C, told me, he had not

known Governor S. abſent himſelf from Prayers 


once theſe ſeven Years; except when he was hin- 
der'd by real Sickneſs.

Retir'd in the Evening to our Lodgings. Had 


Family Prayer. Wrote ſome few Religious Let= 
ters. Spent near half an Hour in ſerious Conver- 
ſation with the People of the Houſe. Gave Thanks 
for the Bleſſings of the Day, and was ſoon con- 
vinc'd that God had ſent me hither of a Truth. 
Be careful for nothing; but in every, even the minu- 


teft Thing, make your Wants kaown unto G; fer 


he careth for yon. 

Saturday, February 25. About Six this Morning 
went with H. to the Church, to pray with ſome 
devout Soldiers, who I heard uſed ro meet there 
at that Time, and with whom my Soul was knit 
immediately. For all my Del ght is in the Saints 
that are in the Earth, and in thoſe that excel in 
Virtue. | ; 

After we had finiſh'd our Devorions, T made In- 
quiry into their State; and found that their Society 
had been ſubſiſting about twelve Years ; and that 
one Sergeant B. (a devour Soldier indeed) now 


among them, was the firſt Beginner of ir. Ar firſt 


(they told me) they uſed to meet in Dens, and 
Mountains, and Caves in the Rocks; hut after- 
wards, on their applying for Leave to build a 
little Place to retire in, Dr. C. and Governor &. 
gave them the free Uſe of the Church, where they 
_ conſtantly meet three times in a Day; and pray, 
read, and ſing Pſalms; and at any other Seaſon 
when they pleaſe. ——They have met with much 
Contempt; and are now in Deriſion call'd, Tue 
NRW Lichrs ; and glorious Lights they are in- 


deed! For I convers'd cloſely with ſeveral of _ 


them, and they made me quite atham'd of my little 
Proficiency in the School of Chriſt, Many have 
join'd with them for a Time, but a ſervile Fear of 
Man (that Bane of Chriſtiaaity !) made them draw 


back. |

back. However, ſome continu'd ſtedfaſt and un- 


moveable, and tho' deſpiſed by the World, are, 
no Doubt, highly favour'd of Gop.

The Sunday before we came hither, I was telling 
my Friend H. that I had Reaſon to think, by what 
had happen'd to me, that Gop had ſome Work 
for me to do at Gibraltar. He anſwer'd, there 
could not be much Good expected from among Sol- 
diers. -I reply'd, No Doubt but God has ſome 
ſecret ones in all Places, who tremble at his Word. 
And, lo, he has this Day brought me to them. 
this I know thou favoureft me, O Lord! Thou King of 
Saints / . 

There is alſo another Society of the Scotch 
Church, who in Contempt are called Dark Lant- 
Borns It has ſubſiſted about a Year, and is made 
up of many ſerious Chriſtians, as I was inform' d. 
I did not think proper to viſit them; but I ſent to 
them, as well as to the other Society, ſome proper 
Books. Had Religious Talk with ſeveral of them, 
and endeavour d to unite both Societies together. 
O when will that Time come, when all Differences 
about Externals ſhall be taken away, and we all with 
2 Heart, * one Mouth, glorify our Lord IE Sus

About Eight, return'd to my Lodgings ; and af- 


ter having wrote ſome Religious Letters, went on 
Board the Amy (having firſt adviſed with Col. C.) 
to marry a Couple, who ſent to me Yeſterday, to 
come and celebrate their Nuptials. I took that 
Opportunity of exhorting them all to tate Feed to 
the Things that belong to their Peace. Some, I believe. 
were affected; but the Generality of them behav'd

About Twelve, went on Board my own Ship. 
Din'd. Did ſome neceſſary Buſineſs, Read Pray- 
ers. Gave my Flock a warm Exhortation, and re- 


turn'd about Five on Shore; where I ſpent near 
two Hours. with the Devout Soldiers in the 


Church. Many of them convers'd moſt Spiritually ; 
and ſeem'd well acquainted with the Pangs of the 


 New-Birth. May God perfect the good Work begun 


in their Hearts O how amiable are thy Servants, 
O Lord of Hes, How would the World admire them, 
did they ſee their Beauties] But Satan does now, as

Sunday, Feb. 26. Between Five and Six in the 
Morning, went with Mr. H. and (which I did all 
the while I was at Gibraltar) ſung Pſalms ; 
pray d, and expounded the Leſſons to the devout 
Soldiers in the Church, and was much inlarged. 
Thanks be given unto Thee, O Lord / © 

Intended to go and preach to my People. Was 
prevented by the Violence of the Wind ; but was 


| Pleas'd to hear of ſome Gibraltar Officers, who 


din'd that Day on Board the Whitaker, that ſome 
of my Flock had the Courage to read e and 
ſing Pſalms themſelves; and as I found afterwards, 
continued to do ſo, during my Abſence from them.

After Evening Prayers, (for there are none in 
the Afternoon) I went and expounded, pray'd, and 
ſung Pſalms with the Society, and had near thirty 
Hearers. May the Good Lord give it his Bleſſing / 

At Night had ſome devour Converſation with my 
Hoft and Hoſteſs ; who ſeem ro love me as their 
own Son. Pray'd for abſent Friends; and went to 
Bed, aſham'd I had done ſo little for Go», on the 
Sabbath Day. But when we can't do as we Would, 
we miſt do as we can.

Monday, February 27. Went to the Society, and 


did as Yeſterday; and was viſited afterwards by 
two of the Nonconforming Society, who ſeem'd to 
be Iraelites indeed. I exhorted them to Love and 
Unity, and not to let a little Difference about a 
tew Externals occaſion any Narrow-Spiritedneſs 
to ariſe in their Hearts. I adviſed them to come 
and hear me err in the Church, which they

April 15. This Morning I buried the dead Sol- 
dier, in Time of public Prayers. Choſe proper 
Leſſons, and gave the Soldiers a ſuitable Exhorta- 
tion. But I was ſo affected with a Senſe of the 
Miſery of fallen Man, that I could not ſpeak with 
my uſual Vigour. Fare 1 5 
To- day was call'd in a Hurry to pray by one of 
the devout Soldiers, who came from Gibraltar, and 
who was ſuppos'd to be expiring.

in the Evening to the Whitaker. Read Prayers and 


preach'd. Viſited the Sick, and went to Bed, 
bleſſing Gop for the Strength of the Day. 
All the Officers continue extremely kind; and 
ſome, ſtudious to oblige me all they can.——The 
Good Lord reward them a thouſand=fold / 2 5 
This Evening I was ſent for by a Sailor, who 
had been the moſt remarkable Swearer on board, 


and whom I in an eſpecial manner warn' d about 


two Days agone ; telling him, I believ'd 'Gop 
would remarkably viſit him, as well as the others. 
He laughed and ſaid, he hoped not. But to- night he 
ſent for me trembling, and burning with a ſcorching 


Fever; told me what grievous Sins he had been 


guilty of, and pray'd moſt fervently for Repen- 


tance. Two or three of the {ame Stamp have been 


taken in the like manner. Gd grant they may flee from 


the Wrath to come Sinners muſt either bend or break. 

April 18. Greatly delighted in ſeeing two Wa- 
ter Spouts. One of which ran along tor ſeveral - 
Miles, and, by the eſpecial Providence of Gop, 
eſcaped us. We ſaw it coming, and were ſurpriſed 
to Obſerve a ſudden Calm for about ſix Minutes 
round the Whitaker, when the other Parts of the 
Sea boil'd like a Por. Bur ſurely the everlaſting 
I AM faid unto the Sea at that Inſtant, Let-there 
be a Calm in that Place. For by that means our Ship 


was immediately ſtopp'd in her Courſe, and ſo the 


Water Spour paſſed by, before we came up to it; 
otherwiſe it would have torn our Sails 1n Pieces. 
Gop's Hand was ſo viſible in this, that ſeveral ſaid, 


they never beheld the like before. O How des 


Providence watch over us, when we think nothing of 
it / Who woild bit live well, to Fe under the in me- 
diate Protection of ſuch an over-iuling Power ©

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After this ſeveral Squalls came upon us, which 
afforded me glorious Matter for adoring that great 


So, whom Winds and Storms obey.— The 
Sailors were in great Hurry and Confuſion, but, to 


my Comfort, not one ſingle Oath was heard all the 


while. —A Proof this, that Sailors may pull the 
Ropes, without ſwearing; and that the Words 


ſpoken to them, have not altogether fallen to the 
Ground. —Bleſſed be G ©

May 5. About Ten o'Clock this Morning, bu-
